With welcoming speeches by Gov. 
Joseph M. Brown and Mayor Court- 
land &. Winn, the third annual Con- 


ference on Woman and Child Lamers 


will begin its two days’ convention in 
representative hall of the state capi- 
tol at 10 o'clock this morning. The 
conference will hold another session 
beginning at 8 o'clock in the eyening, 
to be followed by two more sessions 
at the same hours on Wednesday. 

' Hon. Malcolm Patterson, ex-gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, who is president 
of the conference, will preside at the 
meeting and will respond for the visi- 
tors to the addresses of the governor 
and the mayor. 

The feature of the meeting Tuesday 
night will be a stereopticon lecture by 
A. Jd. McKelway, the well known sec- 
retary of the National Chila Labor 
Commission. Mr. McKelway will show 
pictures of factory conditions in the 
south which he thinks should be reme- 
died. 

Among the speakers at Wednesday 
evening's session willl be N. H. Kirk- 
, Patrick, president of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades; Mrs. lucy A. Neill 
‘of Louisville, Ky.; Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, and Jerome Jones, editor of 
The Journal of Labor. 

Open To the Public. 

Miss Jean M. Gordon, secretary of 
the conference, who arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday, is most anxious to have the 
general public attend these meetings. 
The problems of chéld and woman 
labor intimately affects the general 
welfare of the coming generation, 
and it cannot be solved without the 
help of an educated public opinion. 
It was largely for the purpose of in- 
stituting an educational propaganda 
that the conference was called, she 
said, 

In commenting upon the Georgia law 
on child labor, Miss Gordon said; “You 
have a statute here which permits an 
orphan child of any age to work. 
Such a law is heartless and must have 
been framed by a man who out-Neroed 
Nero in his cruelty. We hope to be 
instrumental in changing just such 
laws as this.

22 MEN BURIED. 
IN ACIOAL WINE 


Little Hope for Rescue 
of Any of Them Alive. 


Horror Caused by ‘an Explo- 
sion---Tons of Debris Bar the 
Progress of the Rescuers---All 
of the Buried Men Are 
Americans.

early today, and little hope is enter- 

tained for the rescue of any of them 
alive because of tons of debris that 
has thus far deterred the progress of 
rescuers. It cannot be learned yet 
whether the explosion was caused by 
dust or gas. Officialf of the company 
say they have never Known their mines 

to be gaseous. A 
As soon as the accident became 

known Superintendent Robert Grant 

organized a rescue corps of the miners 
off duty, and these attempted to enter 
the mine, after notifying the officials 
of the coal company at Cumberland, 
Md. 


Rescuers at Work. 

The rescuing parties had not ad- 
vanced far into the workings before 
they discovered it would take several 
days to dig through the heaps of roof 
coal and slate that had been loosened 
by the explosion. It was then decided 
to effect an entrance nearer the prob- 
able point of the explosion by cutting 
through the wall of an adjoining mine 
owned by the same company. Late this 
afternoon the rescuers had penetrated 
to the No. 2 mine at a point about 4,000 
feet from the outside entry. There 
still remained dbout the same distance 
to go before reaching the miners. 

Mine Under Town. 

The Ott Mine No, 2 is almost directly 
under the town of Elk Garden, which 
is on a hill. The motith of the mine 
is about half a mile from the town. 

In striking contrast to the usual 
mine explosions, the victims in this 
case, with one exception, are capes 
cans, 

The mine usually employs 200 men on 
the day shift, and about the same num. 
ber at night. A temporary suspension 
of work, however, required fewer men 
in the mines, else the casualty might 
have been greater.

POR VFADUCT AT BELLWOOD AVENUE

For the purpose of taking the pre- 
liminary steps to .begin the building 
of the viaduct across the railroad at 
Bellwood avenue, there will be a meet- 
ing fhis afternoon at 3:30 o’clock at 
the drug store of Dr. G. Y. Pierce, cor- 
ner of Marietta street and Bellwood 
avenue, of the members of the bridge 
committee of the city council and of 
the property owners from whom the 
right-of-way is to be secured. 

The city has already appropriated 
$10,000 for the purchase of such prop- 
erty as will be necessary to give the 
necessary width on Bellwood avenue for 
the viaduct. Several of the property 
owners have donated the strip of land 
which is necessary, and others are will- 
ing to sell at reasonable prices. 

Just as soon as the entire right-of- 
way is secured the work of construct- 
ing the viaduct will begin. It is ex- 
pected that the county will begin to 
build the two approaches, and the rail- 
road companies will construct the steel 
span which passes over the railroad 
tracks. 


A hitch in the plan was caused last 
year by the Southern railway wanting 
the viaduct built at Boss avenue in- 
stead of Bellwood avenue. here were 
several citizens who also wanted the 
viaduct at Boss avenue. The differ- 
ences, it is believed, have been adjusted, 
and the city will pfoceed to; build the 
viaduct at the Bellweod avenue cross- 
ing. 

This will be one of the most import- 
ant bridges that spans the railroad 
tracks in the city. Bellwood avenue is 
one of the main arteries leading out of 
the city on the west side, and it is daily 
traveled by hundreds of country wag- 
ons which bring produce to town. There 
is scarcely\any railroad crossing in the 
suburbs of Atlanta that is more used 
by the traveling public. 

The Bellwood avenue crossing is 
reached by a driveway that makes two 
or three curves, and this has caused 
the place to be recognized as one of the 
most dangerous railroad crossings in 
the city. Within the past thirty years 
there have been some twenty-five or 
thirty people killed, and many vehicles 
wrecked. It has long been a saying 


that the Bellwood avenue crossing 
claims its one victim a year. Even a 
watchman at the crossing was once 
killed. The place has been a veritable 
death trap, and yet it could not be 
avoided, because Bellwood avenue is 
the only thoroughfare by which the 
city can be reached by those living in a 
certain section of the county. 
Building a Signal Station. 

The railroad companies are at this 
very time building a signal station at 
the Bellwood avenue. crossing for the 
purpose of allowing trains to pass over 
the crossing without slowing up o 
stopping. 

There are nine tracks at the crossing, 
and another is new being laid. Trains, 
both passenger and freighé, are pass- 
ing over the crosSsing at all hours :of 
day and night, while pedestrians and 
people riding in vehicles have to take 


their chances in getting through the| 


death-trap. 

The meeting this afternoon, it is be- 
lieved, will get the work of construct- 
ing the much needed viaduct under way, 
and that before the close of the year 
the dangerous Bellwood avenue crossing 
will be a thing of the past. 


24 MEN KILLED 


Horror Occurs in West 
Virginia Coal Mine. 


All the Victims Were Ameri- 
cans--- Rescue Party Enters 
Mine, but No News Has Been 
Received of . It--- Explosion 
Wrecked the Mine. 


Elk Garden, W. Va., April 24.—Twen- 
ty-four miners are reported to have 
been killed in a gag or dust explosion 
in Ott mine No. 20, of the Davis Coal 
and Coke Company, about a mile from 
this place, | at 11 o’clo¢k this forenoon. 

Superintendent Robert Grant and a 
number of miners entered the mine 
shortly after the explosion to rescue 
the workers, who were all Americans 
and are supposed to be dead. The ex- 
plosion is said to have wrecked the 
mine. 

The mine is a drift one and all the 
brattices were blown down, making 
the work more difficult for the res- 
cuers, who will be forced to encoun- 
ter much “after-damp.” Early this 
afternoon no word had been received 
from the rescue party.

[Mileage Book Case’ Is 


Non-Suited. 


Court of Appeals Holds That 
Because There Is State Law, 
Railroads Have the Right to 
Make Terms With Passengers 
Regarding Contract. 


In a decision handed down yea - 
day the court of appeals sustained 
the. decision of the judge of the city 
court of Thomasville in non-suiting 
the action for damages brought by 
Perry against the Atlantic Coast Line 
for the refusal of a conductor'to ac- 
cept his railroad mileage in lieu of a 
ticket and ejecting him from the train 
when he declined to pay his fare. 

The evidence showed that Perry had 
boarded a night train of the Atlantic 
Coast Line at Brinson, a station where 
the ticket office was not op at 
night; that he offered his mileage book 
to the conductor anqg requested him to 
“pull” his mileage to Thomasville, 
which was a junction point and where 
the office was open. 

Perry did not tell the conductor 
that he wished to go to Boston, Ga., 
which is a point on the line of the 
Atlantic Coast Line beyond Thomas- 
ville. When the train pulled out of 
Thomasville Perry offered his miléage 
In lieu of a ticket and it was declined 
bY the conductor, who demanded cash 
fare. Perry refused to pay it and was 
put off the train. 

He fileq suit for damages and the 
action was non-suited. 

In holding that.the lower court act- 
ed properly in taking this action the 
court of appeals says that there is no 
state law or rule ‘of the railroad com, 
mission. regulating milleage books ‘and 
that the railroad has a perfect right 
to enter into a specific contract with 
a passenger regarding the terms un- 
der which he shall ride on a mileage 
book. 

It was held that the passenger pur- 
chased -his mileage book under a spe- 
cial contract whieh provides that it is 
to be honored only at non-agency sta- 
tions and stations not open for the 
sdle of tickets, but must be presented 
and exchanged for.a ticket where 
agencieg are -located., 

The court holds that the. passenger 
agreed that the mileage would not 
be good for a ticket from points where 
there was a station and that in the 
absence of any law or rule to the 
contrary the carrier may make an 
express contract that will be binding. 
upon the passenger. 

It is held further that if a passen- 
ger gets on a train at an agency sta- 
tion with a mileage book and no 
ticket, he may pay his fare to a_no- 
agency station, make that point the 
initial point of his journey and tender 
his mileage book, and that it is obliga- 
tory upon the conductor to accept it 
as tare from that point on to his des- 
tination. He has the right to make 
the journey a broken passage, althougy, 
he had in mind to continue on the 
Same train, but the point where the 
journey is broken tmust be from a 
non-agenecy station. 

On the other hand, the court holds 
that the reverse is true and that the 
raliroad may demand of the passen- 
ger either a ticket or his cash fare 
if he breaks his journey at a point 
where there is an agency station open, 
as was done in the case of Perry.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 24.—Walter 
Drew, counsel for the Erectors” Asso- 
ciation; W: J. Ford, assistant district 
attorney of Los Angeles, and Frank 
Fox, chauffeur, were arrested tonight 
on affidavit charging them with hav- 
ing kidnaped J. J. McNamara, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the International As- 
sociation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers. 

The men were arrested on warrants 
issued in the justice court after affida- 
vits against them had been made by an 
attorney for McNamara. 

Released on Bond. 

Drew and Ford were released under 
bond of $5,000 each, and Fox made 
bond of $3,000. All the bonds were 
given by William A. Kacham, president 
of an iron foundry company and an offi- 
cer of the Indianapolis Employers’ As- 
sociation. 

It is charged that, though McNamara

Macon, Ga. April 24.—(Special.)—

ordinance for a time at least, the po- 
lice department, commencing Sunday, 
shut down absolutely, clamping the 
lid on every place where it was be- 
lieved that a drink of intoxicating 
liquid could by any thance be sold. 
Policemen were stationed at the front 
and rear entrances of all locker clubs, 
and they intercepted<all persons enter- 
ing and leaving these places long 
enough to take down their names, resi- 
dence and business addresses. 

These naines will be compared with 
the lists of supposed members fur- 
nished the chief of police, pursuant to 
his demand, by the locker clubs. Tues- 
day morning the cases against the 
locker clubs will be heard in the re- 
corder’s court. More than 200 wit- 
nesses, many of whom were secured to- 
day,. have been summoned. 

The situation as regards the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law -has 
reached an acute stage, mainly because 
of the strenuous agitation led by the 
church people, which culminated yes- 
terday in the preaching of seven spe- 
cial prohibition sermons. Another fac- 
tor was the recent declaration of six 
aldermen in open council that the law 
is being openly and flagrantly vio- 
lated. 

As a fesult of all this, Chief  Chap* 
man is successfully giving Macon its 
first real taste of the prohibition law.

The Chamber of Commerce 
Starts Plan to Move the 
Produce Houses. 


To move produce houses from Broad 
street and to make this a first-class fe- 
tail street is the object of a movement 
set on foot at a meeting held at the 
Chamber: of Commerce rooms yester- 
day afternoon. A “white way” for 
Broad street was projected at the same 
meeting. 

The meeting was one at which mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce com.- 
mittee on markets and ‘a number of 
Broad street property owners were 
present. Its primary object was the 
improvement of Broad street, which it 
is pointed out, the city now badly needs 
aS a first-class retail street, but which, 
because of the presence of produce 
houses, the city can't get at this time. 

There was among those present no 
difference of opinion as to the city’s 
need or the remedy for existing condi- 
tions. The produce men, it was pointed 
out, would be glad to move elsewhere, 
since rents are already begining to 
run too high for them on Broad street. 
It was shown, however, that there is at 
present no suitable location for them, 
and it was the consensus of opinion 
that some place where they can all be 
located near together must be secured. 
To this end, the Chamber of Com- 
merce will invite the real estate men of 
the city to submit propositions embrac- 
ing ground enough to accommodate 
buildings to house.all the produce men 
now located on Broad street. 

The produce people, it was shown, 
desire to be close together. In fact, 
it was shown that to separate them 
widely is out of the question. ‘This 
being the case, it was suggested that 
semé comparatively close-in location be 
chosen and buildings to house them be 
erected in close proximity to one an- 
Other. The site chosen, it was pointed 
out, must be touched by a railroad and 
easily acessible to the center of the 
city. 

Walter Cooper, a member of the mar- 
ket committee, suggested that the com- 
mittee invite the real estate men of the 
city to submit proposals for the erec> 
tion of a wholesale produce exchange, 
something on the order of a central 
market with the difference that it be 
for wholesale, instead of retail busi- 
ness. The suggestion was favorably 
received, and the matter will be taken 
up with a number of the most promi- 
nent dealers in Atlanta dirt. 

It was shown during the discussion 
that the produce men would not only 
look with favor upon such a move- 
ment, but would eagerly welcome the 
opportunity of going to some other lo- 
cation, could a suitable one be secured 
for them. They realize, it was pointed 
out, that their days on Broad street are 
practically numbered, and are hanging 
on for ne better reason than that they 
have no other place so well suited to 
their needs. It was the sense of the 
committee that any real estate man 
who can come forward and show that 
‘he has holdings suitable for the needs 
of the city’s produce men, will have 
little or no trouble in disposing of 
these holdings, 

At this meeting a committee was ap. 
rointed to secure signatures of prop- 


erty owners to a “White Way” agree- 
ment for Broad street. The six owners 
of property on the street present, stat- 
ed that they would gladly sign the 
agreement.

FOR STAND IN STRIPLING CASE 


Columbus, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)— 
“TI wish to say that I have a greater 
respect tonight for the present chief 
executive of Georgia than ever before 
in my life,” declared the Rev. R. N. 
Peacock, pastor of Bast Highlands 
Methodist church, in his sermon to that 
congregation last night, and then pro- 
ceeded to a brief discussion of one of 
the principles of the now celebrated 
Stripling case. 

“T do not say that because | have no 
sympathy with the unfortunate man 
who ig to serve his sentence, or be- 
cause of any desire to see him pun- 
ished, but for the governor's fidelity 
to his conception of duty,’ he con- 
tinued, and there was a loud “Amen” 
from out in the congregation. Mr. 
Peacock advised every one present to 
read the governor's opinion in the 
case, giving the reasons actuating him 
in declining to grant the pardon. The 
minister took the position that it was 
not because the governor had, person- 
ally, no sympathy for Stripling, but his 
sworn duty as he regarded it was such 
that he could not yield to a disposition 
to pardon, and yet be true to his trust. 
In a way, said Mr. Peacock, Governor 
Brown was powerless te do otherwise 
than he did, under his conception of 


duty. 
This reference to the Stripling case 


was used apparentiy by way of iblus- 
tration, in am intensely evangelical 
sermon by Mr. Peacock, marking the 
close of a revival meeting, one of the 
main themes for the evening being 
that careless, sinful humanity places 
almost implicit confidence in God’s 
mercy and goodness, but thinks little 
of another important and necessary 
Phase of His character—His justness.

Dorothy Stewart Dies From 
Injuries Received in Au- 
tomobile Accident.

sibility. | 
We multiply schoolhouses and colleges and college .endow- 
ments—but remain languid in interest concerning adequate remun- 
eration for the men and women wearing themselves out in training 
the country’s coming citizens. 

The tendency has been a part of the strange attitude of the 
country toward the public health—an attitude that lavished millions 
to cure disease in cattle and hogs, and grudgingly yielded thousands 
to root out tuberculosis and other eradicable diseases in the human. 
_ The lively discussion of both topics, now proceeding up and 
down the land, is the surest indication that both-of these inequali- 
ties are in process of readjustrgent. 

To hasten that end, it is just as well for the careless citizen to 
let sink into his mind the amount we pay the veterinarian, and the 
amount we lavish on hog cholera, the cattle tick and the boll weevil 
—then contrast them with the pay of the teacher, and the national 
aggregate disbursed for health.

6f the hay-wire patent. He carried a 
mail pouch and collected and delivered 
mail in mail boxes. He didn't sell 
stamps or receipt for registered letters 
or money orders. was the only differ- 
ence between his job and mine. He 
cost the government $480 per annum 
and. my route cost $900. 

With my $900 I have been giving the 
best my meaps would allow. Carrying 
mail on a motorcycle in good weather 
and with a horse and mail wagon in 
bad weather. Yet I have been barely 
able to make a respectable living. Yet 
when this star-route was vacant there 
were a half dozen anxious applicants. 

Four hundred and eighty dollars 
looks good to some, as it means $200 
for maintaining their outfit and $180 
for themselves.

Now, why shouldn’t the farmer 
enjoy just as good a service, one in 
which the carrier can afford to dress 
neatly in uniform, have a nice respect- 
able buggy and horse-or a motorcycle 
or automobile, the latter giving quick- 
er delivery and dispatch, as is given to 
the residents of cities? 

Yet there are those economists who 
want to cut a little on the govern- 
ment’s expenses, because it increases 
the taxes, whereas the people would 
spend this tax money in another form 
and cheat the farmer out of a decent 
mail service. 

You may inquire why I write thus, 
when congress has generously given 
the carriers $100 increase in salary and 
dealt the star-route service a black 
eye, and I will say that the rural car- 
rier must ever be on his guard; he 
must be on the outlook for those who 
desifte to put the pruning knife on his 
service. He must be strongly organ- 
ized in order to act quickly and effect- 
ively and he must have the support of 
as Many newspapers as possible, and 
especially one great daily to stand as a 
champion for his cause. 

Therefore, I stress upon you, brother 
carriers, not to neglect or give up your 
R: F. D. column. Send in your letters 
and revive your local and state organ- 
ization, as you may need them some 
day to save your job.

The largest funeral ever held by the 
band of Irish horse-traders who make

In all, six bodies will be laid to rest 
in West View and Oakland cemeteries, 
and fully. 500 members of what is 
popularly called the Clan O’Hara will 
attend the services at church and 
graves. Many of the out-of-town 
members have already arrived in the 
city and others are arriving on al- 
most every train. The “clan” has 
members in St. Louis, Louisville, 
Washington, D. C., Florida, Texas and 
other parts of the country. 

The O’Haras, as is generally known, 
bury their dead only once a year. 
Whenever a member dies his body is 
sent to Atlanta, embalmed and remains 
at the undertaking parlors of Green- 
berg & Bond until some time in Apfi. 
Sometimes a body remains in Atlanta 
for almost a year before it is placed 
in its last resting place. The reason 
for this is the fact that, while the 
O’Haras are a widely-scattered peo- 
ple, they have the greatest affection 
one for another and all desire to be 
present at the last sad rites of their 
departed. 

The Atlanta O’Haras are well fixed 
financially, and own considerable prop- 
erty. Only recently they purchased a 
large tract of land on the river line 
and erected a row of dwelling houses. 
Their dead are given the best possible 
burial. The graves are of slate and 
all caskets are metal. 

Until recently Nashville, Tenn., ahd 
Atlanta were the burial places of the

Good to Eat. 


Souffled Crackers are a delicious ac- 
companiment to a cup of tea. They are 
best when very cold water is used in 
their preparation. Split common crack- 
ers and \goak in ice water to cover ten 
minutes. Drain, arrange in a pan and 
dot over with batter, allowing one- 
half teaspoonful to each half cracker. 
Bake in a hot oven until puffed and 
well-browneda. 

Cinnamon Toast is so very simple to 
make, and very tasty as well, that lt 
is especially nice to serve to the un- 
pected guest. Cut stale bread in one- 
fourth-ineh slices; remove crusts and 
tcast until delicately browned. Re-- 
move to heated serving plate, spread 
with butter and sprinkle with granu- 
lated sugar mixed with cinnamon and 
a pinch of salt. Use, I should say, 
about one tablespoonful of fine granu- 
lated sugar to each one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of the best ground cirna- 
mon, 

Dainty Sandwiches take considerable 
time to prepare, but ate always good 
to serve with tea. They are attractive- 
ly made of two.kinds of bread, cut in 
rounds, the upper one cut doughntt 
shape to show the filling. Two delic- 
ious new fillings which are somewhat 
out of the ordinary and yet are very 
quickly and easily made are orange 
honey and deviled filling. 

Orange-Honey—Put one cupful of 
sugar in a smooth graniteware sauce- 
pan and add one-fourth of a cupful 
each of water and orange juice. Bring 
to the bdoiling point and let boil until 
syrup will spin a thread when dropped 
from the tip of a spoon. Add one-half 
cupful of very finely chopped orange- 
peel (from which white inner surface 
has been removed) and one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Again bring to the 
boiling point and then set aside to cool. 

Sultana Sticks—Mix one cupful of 
granulated sugar, one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of melted butter, one egg (unbeat- 
en) two squares of unsweetened choco- 
late (which has been melted over hot 
water), one half-cupful of flour, three- 
fourths of a teaspoonful of vanilla, a 
few grains of salt and one-fourth of a 
cupful each of Sultana raisins and 
English walnut meats cut in small 
pieces.

Split, spread with or- 
ange marmalade, frost with orange 
frosting and sprinkle with chopped 
candied orange peel. The chopped peel 
may be omitted if it ig not to be easily 
procured. An easily compounded or- 
ange frosting is put together after this 
fashion: Add. the grated rind of one 
orange to one tablespoonful of orange- 
juice and three-fourths of a _.table- 
spoonful of lemon juice. Cover and let 
Stand fifteen minutes. Strain and add 
gradually to the yolk of one egg 
Slightly beaten; then stir in confec- 
tioners’ sugar until of right consist- 


ency to spread smoothful and evenly. 


Nut Pastry Rolls—Roll paste to one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness and cut 
in pieces five inches by three inches. 
Spread with beaten jelly, sprinkle with 
chopped pecan-nut meats and roll. 
Place on tin sheet and bake in a hot 
oven. Sprinkle with fine granulated 
Sugar before they are put into the 
oven. 


Salted Filberts—It takes but a bit 
longer to prepare filberts than other 
salted nuts and they are not so com- 
monly used.

Dry on a towel and fry, 
a few at a time, in a small omelet pan 
containing one-third of a cupful of hot 
olive oil. Stir constantly that nuts 
may cook evenly and when delicately 
browned drain on brown paper and 
sprinkle wth salt. Remove to a fresh 
piece of paper, cool thoroughly and 
Store in a glass jar.
